The commandant of the fort was 
De Contrceour. Exagerated reports 
of Braddock'e force had reached him, 

id ho was hesitating and debating 
whether to stand fast and defend or 
evacuate the fort. De Beaujeu, a 
young captain, ottered to take a force 
and advance to meet tho English. To 
this the commandant assented, and 
Do Beaujeu then promptly marched 
out at the head of the force assigned 
him, consisting of about 230 Cana- 
dians and 630 Indians, in all 800 men. 
The young captain bounded forward 
in a gay hunting shirt and silver gor- 
get, and waved his hat, the signal for 
his skirmishers to scatter behind the 
trees and rocks. At the signal, the 
Indians disappeared to the right and 
left, leaving (he French in the center, 
and upon these the English opened 
»1re, killing about twelve men, among 
them De Beauyjeu, who fell cheering 
on his troops. This lirst, quick tire 
by the English regulars was the only 
show of light they made, and with it 
every gleam of success expired, 
when the Indians opened fire on 
them, volley after volley from behind 
trees and rocks with fatal effect on 
their right and left, they were 
with mortal panic, the nineteen 
huddled together in crowds on 
narrow road ceased to lire, or if they 
fired it was lu the air. They were so 
paralyzed that they did not; hear the 
command of their officer*, who acted 
with great bravery, or if thev did 
hear they would not obey, and could 
not be induced to advance, either by 
their orders or the flat sides of their 
swords. Nor had they the presence 
of mind to fly, but stood and were 
shot down by the merciless fire of

ed and fought 
from behind trees, and by the Bis <>'' 
the cannon afforded some relief to 
the regulars, and they seemed to com- 
prehend at last that there might be 
a chance of escape by flight, and 
in wild disorder throwing away 
their guns and accoutrements, 
made a rush for the river. The can- 
non were moved after them and the 
provincials had to follow in the efforts 
to protect them. 

The Virginians were nearly 
decimated, for out of eighty-six ofli- 
twenty-six were killed aud thirty- 
seven wounded. Col. Washington 
had four bullets through his coat 
and two horses shot under him. Gen. 
Braddock had three horses killed and 
two wounded under him, and finally 
he was fatally wounded. 

The enemy had twenty-eight killed 
and tweuty-seven wounded. All that 
saved the English army from total 
as the Cupidity of the 
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iiven to all business entrusted to him.

campaign, and a request that the Gov- 
would send him some rein- 
forcements to enable him to make a 
safe retreat, he was authorized to im- 
press horses as he might deem neces- 
sary to make the trip in the shortest 
possible lime. Capt. Ashby under- 
stood the business ; as soon as his 
dies were delivered to him and 
gh the distance was about 300 
he delivered them to the 
Governor in less than twenty 
hours after he received them. He 
performed the trip on horseback, using 
eleven horses. He neither ate nor slept 
until the end was reached, nor was a 
horse seriously injured. It does 
appear that the venture was ne 
sary, as it does not appear in 
authentic account that I have 1 
that the enemy pursued the retreating 
forces, or that any disaster befell them 
on their retreat. The English officers 
and Virginians remained with poor 
Braddock, giving him all the atten- 
tion they could and contributing 
every comfort to him in their power. 
In these last days he saw his er- 
rors and told them he had done them 
great injustice. To Col. Washington 
he apologized feelingly for all his ill 
humor, and as an evidence of his re- 
gard presented him with his favorite 
riding horse and his own servant, 
Bishop. As lie went through the 
shades of death, he kept groaning and 
muttering: "Who would have 
thought it? Who would have 
thought it ? We will know better how 
to deal with them next time.'' But 
he had made his last deal with friend 

The enemy having failed to follow 
the retreating army, Washington had 
no further difficulty than to procure 
supplies for his men and horses, but 
by his prudence and skill he easily 
surmounted all difficulties, and met

For more than three years after 
firaddock's defeat, the French and the 
Indians continued to murder, scalp, 
burn the houses and rob the people 
west of the Blue Ridge. Though Col. 
Washington was in command, and 
used all the means in his power to 
protect and save his people from the 
savage warfare waged against them, 
and not until November, 1758, was it 
checked. He could not impress the 
officials with the necessity of supply 
ing a sufficient force lor the work, no 
was it done at last by the Virginians 
aloue. In the vicinity of Fort Dt 
quesue, fortuuately some prisoners 
were taken, who inforniedthe Ameri- 
cans of the extreme distress of the fort, 
deriving no support from Canada, the 
garrison weak, in great need of sup- 
plies, and deserted by the Indians. 
These encouraging circumstances de- 
termined General Forbes to prosecute 
peditii 



What is a Sneeze? 

A well-known scientist was asked 
e other day. "What is a sneeze ?" 
e replied: "Sneezing is a most in- 
teresting physical phenomenon. It 
may be termed a nasal delusion. For 
this reason most people think they 
sueezc with their nose, but the nose is 
only the point of departure, and a 
hearty sneeze is a convulsion of the 
whole body, and all the muscles from 
the soles of the feet to the top of the 
head join in it. A person taking cold 
suffers a Bpasm of the blood vessels of 
the skin. The muscles are puckered 
up, and the skin rises, the blood is 
forced internally, and the nervous 
system informs the brain that some- 
thing is wrong. A wind blowing on 
the back of a person's neck causes 
■ontraction of the blood vessels of 
that region, a condition which is cer- 
tain to be followed by reaction. This 
contraction causes an irritation of the 
nerves of the lining of the nose, the 
points being intimately eonncct- 
ivith the ramification of nerves 
The purpose of a sneeze, when natu- 
ral, is to restore the equilibrium of 
e nervous system. A genuine con- 
ilsive sneeze sends the blood to the 
irface, where it meets the cold chills 
that had begun to creep up the spine, 
it sets the heart going faster, and that 
quickens the blood current. In short, 
it is the lirst effort of nature to cure a 
cold, or when produced by taking 
the vocal protest of nature 
against the irrational tintillatiou of 
the nerve sheathes in the nose. The 
dealers who pass out to the consumer 
the product of our snuff mills will 
now know what happens when the 
snuff taker sneezes."— [Ex.

lier up the spoils, the muskets and 
scarlet coats that literally covered the 
ground. The love of plunder on the 
part of the Indians enabled the rem- 
nant of the army to escape. Gen. 
Braddock mortally wounded, Col. 
Washington, by consent of all, took 
command and made a safe retreat, 
taking their wounded General with 
them by placing him in the folds ol 
his large silk sash, aud affixing the 
ends of it on two horses moving 
abreast. At the Great Meadows his 
strength failed him, he could go no 
further, and the end soon came. His 
grave was dug near old Fort Necessity. 
Washington road the funeral service, 
aud tho grave was carefully concealed 
"to prevent discovery by the Indians." 
—See Virginia, a History of the Peo- 
ple, by John Estin Coooke, pp. 341- 
351. 

Gen. Braddock, having been fatally 
wounded, the survivors of the battle, 
by universal consent, conferred tho 
chief, or sole command of tho shatter- 
ed forces on Washington, to con- 
duct them back to Virginia. He 
was apprehensive that the enemy 
would pursue him, and feeling that 
if they did pursue him with the force 
ho had, worn down by hard service as 
it was, ho would not be able to resist 
tho enemy, and he made Capt. 
Ashby a courier to Govornor I 
widdie, Governor of Virginia, and 
siding at Williamsburg, tho scat of 
Government of Virginia, with au ac- 
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half of them untouched. It will -trip 
off the bark from other trees ami 
throw away a large portion.

The troops moved forward with slow 
stepa till they reached Fort Duquesne, 
November 25, 1758, and took peaceable 
possession. The garrison having on 
the preceding night after evacuating 
and setting the fort on lire, proceeded 
down the Ohio river. 

To other causes than the vigor of 
the officers who conducted this enter- 
prise, the capture of this important 
place is to be ascribed.

It is statod that Senor Don Julian 
Alvarez, of Havana, Cuba, was worth 
$5,000,000. His fortune was made by 
a curious accident, and, as the Inci- 
dent will serve to adorn a tale, it is 
related here as told by Senor Alvarez 
himself. 

In 184 — a young Spaniard left his 
native land and came to the island of 
Cuba to seek his fortune. Ho was a 
Catalan, as they denominate the na- 
tives of the province of Catalonia in 
Spain. The people of that section are 
called "the yaukees of Spain," because 
of their shrewdness and generally 
wide-awake character, and when they 
once get hold of a dollar they do not 
let it go unless it is to bring another 
back with it. Julian Alvarez— he 
had not yet arrived at the dignity ol 
being called Senor Don — was as 
thrifty as the people of his province 
usually are, and after he had got well 
of the yellow fever, which every new- 
comer in Havana expects to have be- 
fouUris aecclimation is complete, he 
looked about him for a permanent 
business. He concluded to go into 
the Tobacco trade. He had just two 
doubloous with which to begin, but 
the young man was bright, patient 
and shrewd. His little shop became 
the headquarters of all the Catalan 
workinginen in Havana, and the pro- 
prietor sold a very fair Cigar to them 
at ten for a medio, or two for a cent 
in our money. The gain was small 
but steady, and directly Alvarez was 
the best known Catalan in the capital 
city of the "Ever-Faithful Isle." 

He soon learned that there was 
more profit in high grade Cigars than 
cheap ones. He felt that if he could 
make a Cigar which he could induce 
Americans to buy on some sentimen- 
tal account his fortune was made. 
About this time he took a schooner, 
which was plying betweeu Havana 
and New Orleans, and came to the 
» latter city. He had a frieud-vthcre 
who died only a year or two ago, Don 
Domingo, quite a character in the 
Crescent City, and thirty-five years 
ago the best known Cigar dealer of 
the South and Southwest. One eve- 
niug in April the two had been out 
to Boudro's famous restaurant on the 
Jake shore, to dine. The cuisine was 
Spanish when you wanted it that way 
and the two enjoyed a banquet that 
reminded them of home, and warmed 
their hearts with deep thoughts of red 
Catalan wine. 

While they were sitting at the ta- 
ble there was a movement all through 
the room. A tall man in the evening 
<lress of the time came in, accompan- 
ied by some ot the most prominent 
citizens of New Orleans. An en- 
thusiastic gentleman present took oil* 
his hat and called out : "Three di 
for Henry Clay!" 



Wher* Lightning Strike* Most Often 



From records in the statistical office 
at Berlin it appears that thatched 
roofs are struck by lightning about 
seven or eight times more friqueatlr 
than ordinary slated dwelling houses. 
Country houses are more frequently 
allected than those lu town. This is 
due to the great amount of vegetation 
iu the country, plants having mere 
power to induce destructive dis- 
charges than other substances. 

Though this is the case, there are, 
of course, great ditrereuces in electri- 
cal characteristics of plants, which in- 
crease in some and decrease in tome 
others the liability to destruction by 
lightning. 

For instance, if the risk to the beech 
be taken as 1, that to a pine, (fir ot 
spruce), is 15, to au oak 45, and to 
most other deciduous trees like the 
ash, sycamore, etc., 40. The compar- 
ative immunity of the boech is said to 
bo due to the fact that its") leaves 
fringed with numerous short hairs to 
allow the electricity collected in the 
substance of those organs to escape 
quietly into the air. 

Rocks and soils also have great in- 
fluence on the risk run by localities 
from destruction by thunderstorms. 
Thu s, if a limestone rock or a limey- 
soil bo taken as 1, that for a sandy soil 
is S), and for natural moss or swampy 
laud, 18 to 22. 

During a thunderstorm in Scotland 
heavy rain most frequently, and gen- 
erally only, occurs ; but in some parts 
of England, and iu many places 
abroad, hail is of quite as common oc- 
currence as rain, and far more destruc 
tiou to property is wrought by these 
little pellets of ice than by l'ghtning; 
so much so, that crops, etc , in those 
parts arc regularly insured against its 
power of devastation. 

With regard to hailstorms iu Eng- 
land a curious fact is Jcnown, but can- 
not be satisfactorily explained— viz. 
that in Huntingdonshire and in the 
bordering portions of surrounding 
couuties the damage done by hail is 
y considerably greater than that 
ought in any other part of England 
over a similar area. — Ex.

States. Thus the fortunate accident 
ofanamomadc for an enterprising, 
shrewd man, from first to last, not 
let! than $50,000,000.

The greatest fisheries of the world 
so far as codfish are concerned, are in 
the vicinity of Newfoundland, where 
thev have been carried on for nearly 
400 years. Within a few years after 
the discovery ot the island by John 
Cabot, 1497, fishing station* were es 
tablishcd there, and from that time tt 
the present they have been tho lead 
ing industry. Of the total population 
of the province, nearly a third are 
employed in fisheries or the business 
relating thereto. Great numbers of 
American vessels and fishermen are 
also engaged in these waters during 
the fishing season, the averago an 
nual take of cod on the North Amer- 
ican coast being estimated at not lesi 
than 1,000,000,000 pounds.

While the people 
of our country use a great deal of 
preserved fish, they by no means 
proach the per capita consumption of 
of Spain and Brazil, which are em- 
phatically fish-consuming countries.—

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One of the sights of Montevideo 
which the traveller must not misa, h 
the "Ccmetario Central," or principa 
cemetery, situated a long way fron 
the city's busy centre, near it* south 
beach, within sound of the murmur 
ing sea. Though its natural beauties 
are not so great as those of Often - 
wood, Mount Auburn, Spring Grove, 
aud many other cities of the dead ii 
the United States, and though a few 
tombs in each of the latter may equal 
any of these in point of elegance, yet 
taken as a whole, there is nowhere ii 
North America such an aggregote dis- 
play of wealth in any oue burial 
ground— such luxurious interment ot 
dust to dust— as here. This Is by all 
odds the finest in South America. It 
has a monumental entrance and a very 
costly and elaborate chapel, which 
alone represent the expenditure ol 
$100,000,000. The chapel has au or- 
namental dome, floors and inner walls 
of purest marble, a beautiful alabaster 
altar, candelabra and ornaments ot 
gold and silver, and a basement ol 
equal elegance, wherein some of the 
ore illustrious dead — such as Bishop? 
d Presidents— are interred. 
The cemetery is divided into three 
sections and surrounded by walls 25 
lect high, being a continuous series of 
ts, one above another each vault 
having an opening just large enough 
to lot in a crsket. Each of the iunu- 
rablo little niches is fronted by a 
rblo tablet, bearing in letters of 
black or gold the names of those 
whose mortal remains were deposited 

To reach the upper cells, coffins are 
wound up by means of a portable step- 
ladder and elevator combined — a 
creaking apparatus that swings and 
jolts aud bumps the cadaver about in a 
shocking manner, while the pall-bear- 
ers skip up the ladder to receive it and 
ihovo it into the narrow receptacle. 
The whole surface of tho walls is gar- 
lauded with fresh flowers and hung 
with wreaths of immortelles and dec- 
orations made of black and white 
beads and long streamers of ribbon, 
all of which show to the best advaut- 
against tho white marble facing. 

But, alas! as everywhere else in 
Spanish America, the vaults are not 
owned absolutely by families, but are 
rented for a term of years, or for as 
long as the friends continue to pay a 
stipulated amount per annum; so 
that the helpless dead are not sure of 
long home," however much display 
of wealth may be made at the time of 
the interment. In caso the family 
move away or die without having 
left provision in their wills concern- 
ing the grave for all time to come, or 
from failure to pay the rent from any 
cause, the remains arc evicted and 
dropped into the common pit aud the 
vault rented to other comers. 

The grouud floor, so to speak, of tho 
vast cemetery, is fully occupied with 
private or family vaults, (owned, not 
rented), all of them very costly and 
elaborate, crowded very close together 
with narrow, well-paved street! be- 
tween. Such au array of splendid 
monuments and exquisite works ot 
art, done by the sculptors of Borne aud 
Milan, may perhaps be equalled in 
some European cemeteries, but cer- 
tainly nowhere else iu the Western 
world. The vaults are all built up 
Iron the ground, of marble or ala- 
baster, bake-oven shape, or iu the 
form of temples, and most of them 
have plate-glass doors back of the 
gilded gates of open wrought-iron, 
ilaiuly showing the interior. The iu- 
icr walls are covered with pictures and 
ther adornments, profusely decorated 
with flowers in costly vase«, and 
ywhere are crucifixes and burn- 
•andlos.— [Pittsburg Dispatch.

HIS RULING PASSION 

Phineas Gunny was crushed; hi 
had always l>een crushed ; he expected 
to always be crushed. Life's sweets 
had all turned to acids for him; even 
forbidden fruit only produced vine- 
gar. Othello was forbidden fruit to 
him ; for though he had been an ac- 
tor for fifteen years, the most impor- 
tant part for which ho hod ever been 
cast was Ludovico. At heart, Phin- 
eas was a powerful tragedian; in 
fact, he was only a "utility" man in 
the Globe theater at Cohonk.

The stage manager put him on 
among the supers. In one year he 
had arisen to tho high post of cap- 
tain of the " ." 

He vowed that he would be a great 
actor, if it t<x>k twenty years" study. 
That study he began at once. De- 
termined as he was to reach the top 
of the ladder, he resolved to fill his 
soul with noble thoughts. There- 
fore ho began to study Othello. 

No matter what buffets fortune 
dealt him, tho soul of Phineas Gun- 
ny, reveling among the sublimities 
of the great Venetian tragedy, with- 
stood them smilingly. 

Years rolled on. The opportunity 
to play his beloved part— although 
he knew it so well that he could 
have begun at the last lino and 
played it through backward— never 
presented itself. He had seen every 
tragedian of prominence play the 
part. He was very familiar with it. 
In fact he was so familiar with it 
that he was unable to learn anything 
else, and always stuck once or twice 
in every part he played, no matter 
how short it was. 

At the end of his first fifteen years 
in the profession, he found himself 
doing the utility parts at the Globe 
theater, in Cohonk, as has been 
stated. The desired opportunity had 
not yet come. No manager had ever 
been able to see beneath Phineas 
Gunny's commonplace exterior a soul 
full of Othello. Yet it was there. 

One morning the manager, Mr. 
Mich;iel Francis, walked upon the 
Stage, and called to one side his stage 
manager, Mr. Orpheus Smith, and 
said:

She was 
only twenty-three, but had made 
such a hit on her first api>eranee that 
tho New York manager, hearing of 
her, wejit to Cohonk to see her, and 
engaged her at once. 

Two days later the young lady ar- 
rived. She Wiis a beautiful girl. 
Tall, dark eyed, intelligent iu coun- 
tenance, she was a perfect queen 
among the commonplace young la- 
dies of tho Globe company.
